Desrty as it must be deplored, it seems 
probable that the settlement of the 
question of the Tientsin massacre 
which has been proposed by the Chi- 
nese will be accepted. It is difficalt 
indeed to see how it can be otherwise. 
Count Rochechouart is placed in such a 
helpless position by the misfortunes of 
France, that it is scarcely possible for 
him to use strong language to the 
Chinese, much less to dictate nuwilling 
terms. And in addition to the misfor- 
tunes of his country, his position is still 
farther weakened, by the establishment 
of the Republic, which may at any mo- 
ment nominate a new Minister to the 
post at Peking. In the interval that 
must elapso before the new French 
Government or its successor can have 
time to decide on Chinese matters, the 
Peking authorities may probably con- 
sole themselves with the idea that the 
Republican Government will deal more 
leniently with them than the warlike 
Empire might have done. With their 
habitual tendency to see their own caso 
in the most favourable light possible, 
we may be certain that they have given 
themselves the benefitof the doubt as to 
the China policy ot Republican France, 

It is impossible for us to shut our eyes 
to the fact, thateverything favours the 
idea that the Chinese will be let off on 
their own terms. The present un- 
settlement of all Europe withdraws the 
public mind from such remote ques- 
tions, and with such frightfal slaughter 





as is going on amongst and around 
them, the horror and indignation which,

Earope, would have ronsed the Govern- 


Messrs. C. T. Webb, J. H. “Handy, P, G. ; ments to action in China, now pale be- 
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fore the spectacle of civilization exter- 
minating itself. The increasing ex- 
haustion of France renders China more 
and more secure from an invasion by 
French arms, and time counts for a 
great deal in the fiual settlement of an 
issue, one of the chief constituents of 
which is the freshness of emotional 
horror. Besides, after the European 
mind has been warped and the feelings 
blunted, by the sacrifice of hundreds of 
thousands of human beings, it will not 
be astonishing if the British and French 
Governments declare themselves satis- 
fied with the terms offered by the Chi- 
nese authorities. The value of life has 
been diminished in Europe by the wan- 
ton destruction of at least 200,000 lives; 
and it is difficult for the French Gov- 
ernment, lightly to throw away the 
lives of say 100,000 Frenchmen, and 
then to declare war on account of 
twenty men and women who have been 
massacred, and for whom large pecuni- 
ary compensation has been offered; and 
to express the profound regret of the 
Chinese Government at such disastrous 
events, a mission, headed by Clunghow, 
has by this time left Peking, with the 
view of performing the kutow in 
Paris. Whether we like it or not, we 
need not deceive ourselves by hopes of 
the arrangement now offered being re- 
fased, and condign chastisement being 
inflicted on the haughty Chinese. 
The Fung-shui has been in favour of 
the Peking Government; and, however 
much we may regret the form and the 
conditions of the arrangement, we do 
not see that any of the foreign powers 
is likely to undertake a costly expedi- 
tion to render the terms more severe, 
and thus to secure better protection for 
the foreigner, and import into our relae 
tions the elements of a more perman- 
ent peace than we can now hope for. 
Yet the prospect of unbroken rela- 
tious, of no warlike interruption, is by 
no means without advantages that, in 
some measure, may compensate for the 
failare of that retribution which the 
literary and official classes so thorough. 
ly deserved. War, falling on an im- 
poverished empire, would be a dire 
calamity for the poorer natives, who 
least merited such a fate and would 
suffer most by it; while war falling 
on the foreign residents would be the 
ruin of many. We do not mean to 
say that Shanghai merchants are not 
prepared even for that sacrifice, if so 
‘be that sucha blow will be struck as 
will give permanence to our fature 
position ; but what we do mean to say 
is, that the suspension of trade, and 
consequent depreciation in the value 
of all goods, would play such havoc 
amongst us that an imperfect settle- 
ment aud peace may be endured with 
resignation, and a degree of mental 
equilibrium exist which would have 
been unattainable, if the advent of war 
did not threaten to scatter the slende 








remnants of our declining prosperity. 
The chief details of this proposed ar- 
rangement, which we fear it is useless 
any longer to contest, are the banish- 
ment of the Chefoo and Chebsien 
of Tientsin to the Amoor; the de- 
capitation of sixteen of the 
leaders in the massacre; the pun- 
isbment, in minor degrees, of twen- 
ty others; the rebuilding of Cathed- 
ral and other institutions destroyed, 
at s cost of Tis. 250,000 ; au indemnity 
to the friends of the murdered persons, 
of Tis. 200,000 ; and the despatch of a 
Mission to Paris, headed by Clung-how, 
to apologise to the French Government 
for the events of the 2lst Juze, and to 
assure them that such will never oceur 
again. Inadequate though these pro- 
visions are, there is no doubt they are 
dictated by a spirit” of fear and sub- 
mission which, if properly taken ad- 
vantage of by the foreign Ministers at 
Peking, can be made to serve foreign 
interests effectually. If, from this, as a 
starting point, the representatives at 
Peking will xdopt a vigorous policy, 
and will show to the authorities that 
they are not to be trifled with, and 
Ut they are determined to have the 
Treaties rigidly observed, then all may 
yet be well. If ramour be correct as 
to Mr. Wade's couduct, we may expoct 
a satisfactory policy to be at last 
adopted by the British Government. 
We daresay they baye learned by this 
time that a vacillating course, which 
the Chinese attribute to a sense of 
weakuess, may prove a very costly 
form of economy. Aud with anything 
approaching co-operation amongst the 
Ministers, they ought to be perfectly 
able to maintain such a firm attitude, 
towards the Peking Goverument, as 
will, in the future, rewder the machina- 
tions of iutriguers, and the conspiracies 
of the hostile literati, virtaally impos- 
sible. We cannot afford to be mis- 
understood by the Chinese or to 
have our power under-estimated, un- 
less we wish again to court massacre. 
But without firing a shot, we have the 
means, through a policy of simple firm- 
ness, of not only warding off all danger 
to the foreign residents, but of avoiding 
the chances of future wars, To us, this 
seems the supreme object of British 
policy—to obtain the strict observance 
of treaties, without the need of resort- 
ing to war, but to insist on such obser-

vance even at the cost of war. 





Summary, of Bew: 





In our summary tor the issue of 25th 
ultimo, we announced that the English 
mail of 9th September had arrived on the 
23rd. ‘The French mail of 18th September, 
due yesterday, has only just arrived. Tele- 
grams via Grant’s Kiachta line reached on 
Sunday, bringing London dates to 1th 
October; but not much additional news, 





beyond the significant fact that the only 
egress from Paris was by means of balloons, 
which shows how effectively the great city 
must be invested. 

The French mail leaves to-morrow mor- 
ning, per steamer Phase. 

The arrivals since those recorded on the 
25th ultimo have been—Awreola, Puget 
Sound ; 27th, Erl King, str. London. 

Departures—25th, Alice ; 29th, Tamer- 
tane, Fwona, for London ; 27th, N. B. Pal- 
mer, for New York. 

The British community are again, by the 
departure of the Zebra, bereft of the 
protection of the inevitable gun-boat. As 
against this, however, wo have to place a 
statement we have heard, that telegrams 
have goneto the Legation at Peking, which 
will probably involve the wintering of the 
British fleot at Shanghai. 

In our Commercial article last week wo 
stated we had heard, from areliable source, 
that Mr, Hart would shortly retire from the 
position of Inspector-General of Customs, 
Circumstances to a certain extent contra- 
dict this. 

We had been congratulating ourselves 
upon the consideration shewn by many of 
our landholders, in giving the comers of 
their property where they were at right 
angle to two streets, and consequently ren- 
dered locomotion very dangerous, We re- 
gret to notice that at one of the most 
awkward and dangerous crossings in the 
Settlement, this concession, though once 
made and carried out, has been withdrawn, 

The Regatta, which commenced on the 
26th, passed off very agreeably. The weather 
was fine, though possibly a little too warm 
in the sun. ‘The attendance was good, and 
the interest, particularly in the international 
eights very great. ‘The Americans won the 
toss for place, and came off wiuners in this 
race ; and were loudly cheered and heartily 
congratulated on their success. ‘The ‘Eng- 
lish boat had to submit to soveral changes 
in its crew, at a very Inte date of the 
training, which was greatly against her. 

Acricket match between the Old and New 
Residents in the Far East resulted in favour 
of the former by one run, after a well-con- 
tested game. ‘The score will be found 
elsewhere. 

‘The first performance for this season at 
the Lyceum Theatre, by the Amateur Dra- 
matic Club, came off on Friday last, ‘The 
pieces were the ‘ Porter’s Knot,” and 
“Urgent Private Affairs.” There was a 
good house and the performance went off 
very successfully. 

We observe that the autumn meet 
ing for Athletic Sports is announced for 
the 16th November. ‘The last spring meet- 
ing, for tho same purpose, was postponed 
sine die, on account of the unpropitious 
weather which, at each attempt to hold it, 
baulked the promoters ; but we hope that 
fortune will favour them in that particular 
desideratum on this occasion 

We understand that a Rifle Competi- 
tion, in connection with the S. V. C., is 
arranged for the end of November. Ad- 
jutant Brewer will give « Commander's 
Cup; and Captain Kidner, as an Instruc- 
tor’s Prize, a small Sporting Snider Rifle. 
‘The Ladies will also give a Prize ; and it in 
expected that the Municipal Council will 
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give a Challenge Cup for Company Squads. 
Tn addition to these, we hear that the 

Inspectors of Shanghai purpose giving a 
Cup ; 80 that the meeting should be a swe 
cessful one, especially as the suspension 
of Class firing during the Race week 
will give ample opportunities for practice. 
The competitions will be open to all 
members of the Shanghai Volunteer Corps 
who have gone through Musketry Drill, 
and some of them, we believe, to all 
comers shooting with military rifles. 





‘We have received through Messrs. Kelly | poso 


& Co., a copy of a work entitled “Reports 
and Returns of the Foreign Trade in 1869, 
at the open Ports of Japan.” The work 
sooms to have been got up in a very care- 
ful manner, and to contain much useful 
information to merchants and shippers 
generally. It is strongly bound. 

We have also received 2 pamphlet ; the 
“Third Report on Silk Culture in Japan,” 
by F. G Adams, Esq., being an account 
of a visit to various Silk districts in Japan 
during the months of June and July 1870. 
‘This work is graphically illustrated ; and 
contains interesting information concern- 
ing the reating of silkworms, their treat- 
ment, the reeling of silk ; and other valua- 
ble matter, We can confidently recom- 
mend a perusal of it to all interested in the 
noble article. 

We subjoin translation of a procla- 
mation issued by the Prefect of Tient- 
sin, conferring on certain people the mono- 
poly of the coolie employ at Taku. The 
proclamation has already been noticed in 
our columns, as causing some ill-fecling. 
‘The four ports referred to are four places 
neat the entrance of the Peiho, which we 
call Taku, but which the people thereabouts 
seem to divide into Taku, East Taku, 
‘West Taku and Hung-ch’ian. These places 
are commonly called the four ports (mouths 
or entrances). 

“Sinn, titular Subprefect, and acting 
Chihsien with prefecture of Tientsin, issues 
the following notit.ation. 

Shun-chao-chi anc Shun-chi-yuen, head 
coolies of the foar ports (or entrances), 
have petitioned us, stating that at Tungku 
and Taku—places of resort for business 
people, and for merchant shipping from all 
parts of the Empire, situated at a con- 
siderable distance from this city, the shop- 
keepers and traders discharging rice or 

jeneral merchandise have, hitherto, always 
left the porterage and transport’ to the 
coolies of the four ports ; that tho petition- 
ers have for many years past employed the 
following specially selected and experienced 
assistants at the above places to take the 
management and hire of coolies, namely 
Shun-chao-yuen, Ting-yil, Chén-fn-shun, 
&c., who may be relied on in matters per- 
taining to the public service (the dis. 
of the rice tribute ée.,) and who are fully 
capable of undertaking the duties of porters 
at east and west Taku, supplying coolies to 
discharge rice and general merchandise on 
behalf of traders; that this is now the 
busy season among the shipping, and fear- 
ing that some local rowdies may put them- 
selves forward, hindering and annoying 
(the regular coolies) and thus cause a dis- 
turbance, the petitioners, asin duty bound, 
inform the Chihsien, and at the same time 
hand in their licences (or security chops), 
begging that a proclamation be issued on 
the subjeo 

‘The Chihsien is replying to this petitior 
and is giving directions for the manage- 
ment of matters connected therewith ; and 
issues this public notification informing the 

















| missionaries to Tung-chow-foo, 


residents, merchants, shopkeepers and con- 
stables, at east and west Taku, that from 
this date, vessels from the various pro- 
vinees, bringing rice or general merchandise 
and discharging the same at east or west 
Taku, the discharging must be left to the 
control of the coolie Shun-chao-yuen and 
his colleagues. 

Should any local rowdies put themselves 
forward and undertake this work, interfer- 
ing with and annoying the regular coolies, 
and causing a disturbance, it will be com: 
petent tothe latter, in conjunction with 
the tipas, to report such for punishment. 

Let each obey with trembling. Op- 
not. A special proclamation. ‘T’ung- 
chih 9th year, 8th moon.” 

A correspondent writes on October 22nd, 
from Cuero :—“ Residents here weregreat- 
ly surprised on the morning of the 17th inst., 
to find H M.S. Salamis lying in harbour, 
She arrived on the night of the 16th from 
Nagasaki, bringing twelve marines to be 
stationed for the winter at Newchwang ; 
where the gun-boat Grasshopper, now at 
Tientsin, is also to be posted. The set- 
tlement will therefore be well defended 
against any mere local outbreak. The 
Salamis left for Newchwang shortly after 
her arrival here. She was followed from 
Japanby H. M. gun-vessel EU:, Commander 
Wootton, under orders to winter at Tien- 
tsin, in company with the Avon, The U. 
S. corvette Benicia took back the American 
on the 
20th inst. I hear that, on her mission 
being communicated to the Taotai by Mr. 
Mayers, H. Df. Consul, at the request of 
the Captain of the Benicia, the Taotai said 
that it was immaterial to him whether the 
missionaries went or stayed; and refused to 
send a messonger overland, to inform the 
officials at Tungchow of the approaching 
visit of the American man-of-war.” 

Our news from Trextsty is that, despite 
the remonstrances with which the punish- 
ment the Chinese Government had an- 
nounced, as reparation for the massacre, 
had been met by the Foreign Ministers at 
Peking, it has so far been carried out. The 
principle has been life for life ; and mone- 
tary compensation for the consular and 
mission property and the murder of M. 
Fontanier. Sixteen men were beheaded 
on the 19th ult., at Tientsin, four more 
are in jail, under sentence of death, 
as the murderers of the Russians ; and 
some more are io be banished, including 
two mandarins, Qur correspondent says : 
—* All sorts of reports are current in regard 
to the executions. I believe some of the 
men were really rioters ; but the others 
were merely bought. It is certain that the 
families of all have been paid sums vary- 
ing from Tis. 500 downwards. The heads 
should, according to custom, have been 
exposed. It is said, on the contrary, that 
they were sewn on to the bodies, which are 
now lying in state. It is reported that a 
sort of public funeral is mooted, and that 
the people talk of erecting a memorial tem- 
ple. The people have a rumour that Li 
has been degraded, for memorialising the 
‘Emperor against the executions, and that 
Ting is to succeed him. I do not fora 
moment believe it ; Li is far too powerful 








"| to be interfered with, even if he had dis- 


pleased the Government. I only mention 
this, along with other reports, to show the 
state of feeling among the people, It is 











the murderers, or at least the men execut- 
ed, who are regarded as the martyrs—not 
their victims.” 

M. de Rochechouart, the French Changs 
Affaires, it is said, intends to leave Pz- 
KING in a few days for the South. It is 
reported that M. Rochechouart has recog- 
nised the tardy and uncertain justice offered 
by the Chinese Government so far that, 
while he does not abandon his former de- 
mand, he agreestoreportitsactiontoFrance, 
and to await instructions—without consider- 
ing the matter settled. Weare still kept in 
the dark as to what Mr. Wade, the British 
Chargé’s opinion is, in regard to this settle- 
ment ; whetherhe thinks the measures are 
being honestly carried out, how far he con- 
siders them satisfactory, and in what posi- 
tion negotiations are left. 

We last week reported some fresh out- 
rages on native Christians. We now find 
that the Catholic chapel was pulled down 
near Ho-su1-woo ; and a house rented by 
Mr. C. A. Stanley, of the American Board, 
for mission purposes, in Suaxse, had been 
attacked and the native Christian in charge 
obliged to fly the place. It is said that in 
the case of the Roman Catholic Chapel, 
many native Christians were injured, and 
that three were killed, 

‘The hon. W. H. Seward had, while in 
Javax, the honour of being presented to 
the Mikado, at a special audience granted 
it the request of the American Minis 
ter, on the 8th inst. The Herald says :— 
“Mr. Seward’s audience of the Mikado 
on the 8th was. special instance of his 
adoption of foreign usage, and the recep- 
tion afforded that statesman and the Ame- 
rican Minister was one which must have 
been as gratifying to them as it was hon- 
ourable to the national ruler. ‘The Mi- 
kado received Mr. Seward and Mr. Do 
Long with marked kindness, and after 
conversing with them upon various mat- 
ters, invited Mr. Seward to discuss certain 
questions of state affairs with his ministers, 
which that gentleman did, whilst taking 
breakfast with them after the reception 
was terminated. His Majesty’s manner 
was most cordial throughout, and by his 
dignified and courteous reception of his 
distinguished visitor will no doubt do much 
co increase the favourable impression of 
his Majesty already entertained in the 
United States and in Europe.” 

‘The preliminary operations in connec- 
tion with the Railway scheme are pro- 
gressing steadily. The Japan Weekly 
Mail of Oct. 15th says :—' The mail which 
arrived yesterday brought two assistant 
Engineers and fourteen mechanics, con- 
sisting of plate-layers, stonemasons, &e., 
for the service of the railway. Much 
of the plant is under way. Tho rails. 
will be 68lbs. to the yard, the chairs of 
cast-iron, with timber sleepers. It is to 
be regretted that the plate-layers should 
have arrived before the material, but in 
all probability, some employment will be 
found for them in the meantime, The 
arrival of the assistant engineers will 
enable the surveying party under Mr. 
England to start at once on the overland

“TRUTH” AND THE MISSIONARIES. 


A terrer signed “Truth,” which has 
been published in the London Daily 
News of 8th September, is a curious con- 
firmation of the views wo have long 
held as to the sources of information 
upon which home writers on China 
affairs are dependent. ‘The original 
Times article on the Tientsin mas- 
sacre represented mistaken views; and 
in the present letter our old friend the 
“Sinologae” and “ twenty-years-in 
the-country-man” again shows his 
features. Were these two effusions 
to be taken as a real index of the 
position iu China, nothing less than 
anardent and steadily increasing 
sire for foreign interconrse, unalloyed 
by opium and missionaries, should be 
credited to the Chinese ; and the 'Tien- 
tsin massacre would bo nothing more 
than an act of vengeance deservedly 
called for, by the accumulated oppres- 
sions of tyrannical missionaries. That 
missionaries should seem to be sup- 
ported by the sword is doubtless de- 
plorable, but that any “party” among 
the foreign residents in China serious- 
ly thinks of allowing the Chinese to 
free themselves "—as the Daily News 
correspondent puts it—from foreign 
missionaries, Catholic or Protestant, 
we sincerely disbelieve ; and cannot 
sufficiently ridicule the absurdity of 
such a proposition seriously put. 

The old fundamental mistake which 
is at the bottom of all intercourse with 
the East, viz. that what is right and 
good in Europe is right in Asia, un- 

lerlios the assertions made in the 
letter before us. Because the Jesuits 
lave been at times expelled from cer- 
tain European countries, therefore they 
should be expelled (for this is what is 
really. meant) from China. But in 
Europe they are behind ge, while 
here they are in advance. It is thought 
by many people here that the Roman 

fatholic missionaries deserve more 
moral support from us than do tho 
Protestant ones; indeed the good they 
do, and the selfsucrificing lives they 
lead, in burying themselves in tho in: 
1, admonishing converts and re- 
ceiving orphan children, without hope 
of reward in this world beyond that 
of. their own conscience, is often 
udted to the disadvantage of the Eng- 
lish and American Missionaries, who 
Ressicnte their labours in the imme- 
inte. vicinity of the open ports. To 
think of their ever giving up the foot- 
hold obtained at such a cost, in order 
tofiatter the dignity of a few Chinese 
literati, who feel their inflnence pal- 
ing before the brighter light of oar 
civilizing Christianity, is to think of the 
world goitig back onthe last nineteen 
centuries of its history, and to suppose 
that the fast waning’ inflaences of an 
effete’ Confucianism can ever regene- 
rate'the very people they have serred 
to degrade. No! rather let force be 
used in the maintenance of our just 
rights than that they should be cow- 
ardly abandoned ‘altogether. The 
cause of the missionary and of the mer- 
chant-is one; our fathers fought to ox- 
tend our influence in the East, as mach: 
missjonary as mercautile; aud although 





























the text “I come not to bring peace 
but a sword” is not to be taken liter- 
ally, as an argument in favor of forcible 
evangelization, still we are of opinion 
that an inferior race regnires, like 
children, to be kept in hand by its bet- 
ters, and that its education, if not 
accepted of its own freewill, should 
be made compulsory. 

‘The misfortune we suffer under, in the 
fact of the massacre of the 21st Jane 
having been totally eclipsed at home, by 
the portentous events following upon the 
declaration of the 15th July, will take 
long to remedy. We have no doubt, 
however, that justice will be done in 
time, and that though for the presont 
deferred it will not be the less complete 
Then may the free and unimpeded 
action of missionaries, Catholic and 
Protestant, throughont the land, lend to 
that tue Christian enlightenment 
which shall render farther bloodshed 
impossible. 











VOLUNTEER MOVEMENTS. 


To all thinking men, the course of the 
war now raging on the continent of 
Barope is fraught with matter for seri- 
ous reflection. At no time has the 
power of the sword, or rather of the 
rifle, displayed itself in 80 formidable 
au aspect as at present. Itis but afew 
months back that Frauce, in the pride 
of power and future glory, marched 
confidently to the battle-field. Since 
then, how terrible is the tale to be told. 
Although still bravely holding ont, she 
lies almost prostrato before her foe. 
Territories have beon wrested from her, 
tho flower of her army is gone, and her 
beautiful capital, the pride of Europe, 
surrounded by a vast army, is subject 
to the horrors of a siege. Her Govern- 
ment isa fugitive oue, from place to 
place; and the uation will be hampered 
by abuge debt, which it will require 
generations to work off. At the same 
time, rain wide and general is being 
spread amongst her families, while 
sounds of mourning from the bereaved 
will overywhero be heard. Such are 
the consequences, as far as they go, to 
France, during so brief a period—such 
might have been the result to Prussia. 
Never bias the effect of war worked so 
terribly and rapidly ona great country. 
Science has wrought wonders for man, 
by increasing the daily luxuries and ro- 
finements of life; but equally has it 
nilitated against him by increasing hix 
powers of destraction, and enhancing 
the cost of war. The change that has 
taken place, althongh descending to a 
low parallel, may be likened to the in- 
creased deadly effect introduced into a 
combat between two cocks by the aid 
of steel spurs, Unassisted by art they 
may battle till wearied out, and quit 
the field with trifling loss, but in the 
latter case, the conflict becomes dendly 
and decided. The progress of civilizn- 
tion and the expansion of learuing has, 
hitherto, had the effect of increasing 
the liberties of the people; but with the 
first rapid growth of knowledge, the 
scienco of war did not make equal 
strides. It has now burst apon usin fall 
foree, und grave may be its effects to 
the liberties and independence of na- 
tions, Presuming the ownership of 
arms to be interdicted amongst individ- 


























uals, of whatavail can any rising of the 
people be now, against disciplined troops 
armed with the Snider or mitraillense ? 
‘They wouldbeasgrass merely before the 
mower’s scythe. In former ages a brick 
wall around acity, manned by a few 
troops, served to arrest the progress of 
armies for mouths and sometimes years; 
but at present, the improved means of 
conveyance, by expediting the move- 
ment of troops and facilitating the sup- 
ply of provisions, onables armies, in 
a great measure, to disregard such 
barriers, and to pursue their course 
through the invaded country. With 
such more formidable and rapid meaus 
of aggression, let us suppose that 
anotler Napoleon the first were to arise, 
The whole of Europe would probably 
be placed and kept ander the military 
despotism of one man, and so long as 
he maintained authority over his gene- 
rls, which genius would do, what 
power could arise against him? It is 
true that men of such unscrupulous 
talent do not often appear, but that 
his prototypes will again arise, is but a 
part of the working of nature; though 
let us hope that this time is far distant, 
util recently, it became a pleasing de- 
lusion that ‘the progress of civiliza- 
tion would tend, through the medi- 
um of public opinion, to check warfare ; 
but civilization does not stop crime ; 
it merely alters the manner in which it 
is perpetrated. Providence, however, 
when raising oue threatening cause, 
generally provides a counteracting in- 
fluence, and the presont ix not likely to 
be an exception to the rule, It we 
look around for this antidote, it would 
seem to lie in the volunteer movement. 
All Governments will find it requisite 
to adopt such vast means of defence 
that they will be unable, without ruiu- 
ous expenditure, to keep standing ar- 
mies adequate to their requirements, 
and they will therefore divide their power 
with the. people, by calling for volan- 
teers. This bulwark, if organised as 
in Englind, will form the safest gua- 
rautee for peace in Europe that could 
be cbtained. To prevent war, we re- 
ire strong defensive, but small offen 
e powers ; and this is to be found 
in the volunteers. They will play'the 
same part as did city walls aud forts, in 
former times. Soldiers, whose promo- 
tion in the service depends upon war, 
will ever obey their leaders, and march 
gladly to the battlefield ; but voluu- 
teere, who have no such inducement, 
and whose welfare depends upon the 
maintenance of pence, while serving 
asa protection to their own liberties, 
‘and against outward foes, would not 
form instruments in the hands of 
aggressive ralers. Let it be hoped, 
therefore, that this inovement will be 
fosteréd throughout Europe; 
rise to smaller standing sirmict 
that the attention recently. drawn to 
the efficiency of the volunteers in Eng- 
land will load to their being placed on 
an efficient basis, such as will afford an 
example to be tollowed by all nations.

‘Tuene was once a writer on physiology 
who called his book “The House we Live 
bene orm 
from the Chi ee, iy seems 


Doctrine: a plain atatemaat 
tad pedplas Pranateh 
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in.” It was a clever device to attract at- 
tention to his subject. But we consider 
that next in importance to the house itself, 
is the location and character of the neigh- 
borhood. We have lived amongst our pre- 
sent neighbors a long time, and by various 
means have discovered many interesting 
traits of character. Legge’s Classics give 
us some idea of what the best and most 
moral of the Chinese sages think they ought 
tobe. We have in the daily life of those 
we associate with, another view of their 
moral character, slightly different. But how 
often have we longed to go behind the 
scenes, to know them more intimately, to 
listen to their gossip, and to 
4 300 ourels a others ace." 

‘To obtain a correct knowledge of the ideas 
which the Chinese entertain towards us is 
adesideratum at any time, but how much 
more so at the present crisis. A Chinese 
pamphlet has lately come to light, charg- 
ing upon foreigners the vilest practices 
imaginable. It is called in the Chinese, “A 
Death-blow to Corrupt Doctrines : a plain 
statement of facts, published by the gentry 
and people ;” and professes to be a col- 
lection of parts of authentic records. 
It is directed primarily against the 
Roman Catholics. But the line of dis- 
cussion involves all foreigners ; attributing 
to them all the same vile practices which 
are charged upon the Catholics. And more 
obscene and disgraceful practices, expressed 
with less delicacy, we have never met. It 
has been widely circulated, probably, 
throughout the Empire; as the few copies 
that have been found can be traced 
directly to the officials. We’ have to 
thank the Tungchow Missionaries for 
giving it to us in an English dress, not 
hesitating to put it into fair and full 
equivalent expressions for the Chinese. 
‘The book has often been alluded to and 
much curiosity excited. Thou, ., as the 
translators justly say, “It is not a book 
to be left upon a centre table,” yet all will 
be anxious to seo it as a part of the litera- 
ture of the present controversy, upon 
which it throws most interesting light. 
But while in the original it has had such a 
wide circulation in China, it has been most 
carefully concealed from the eyes of for- 
eigners. A copy given to anative Chris- 
tian, to induce him to forsake his religion, 
was straightway brought to his .pastor. 
This led to enquiry for more, and other 
copies were discovered. The foreigners 
saw at once the influence such a book 
would have in forming Chinese public 
opinion ; and, after considerable anxious 
thought, decided to translate it into Eng- 
lish. Without doubt it has been a most 
powerful instrument in stirring up the 
hatred and fury of the people against for- 
eigners, and especially missionaries—propa- 
gators of the detested religion. 

‘The book opens with an extract from the 
“Sacred Edict,” suppressing strange reli- 
gions, thus artfully giving the whole 
work the stamp of official authority. Next 
follows a collection of facts respecting the 
false religion of the Roman Catholics. 
‘These facts contain a grain of truth, 
that truth is smothered by bushels of chatf, 
and not chaff only, but slime and falsehood. 
It is correctly stated that the religion of

the Roman Catholics originated with Jesus, 
who was finally crucified, thatthe crossisheld 

sacred by his followers, and that baptism 

and the Lord’s Supper are the most sacred 

rites. But intermingled with these are the 

vilest falsehoods and almost unspeakable 

Dlasphemies. 

Necessity alone could justify the publica- 
tion of some of these abominable stories , 
but the translators felt compelled to retain 
them, as they form so large a part of the 
book, and give it such immense power. All 
foreigners should know of what they are ac- 
cused, and more especially as no distinction 
is made between any of the Western nations. 
The vilest practices are charged upon 
them all, without distinction. Indiscrim- 
inate sexual intercourse, and the indul- 
gence of the basest passions, are described as 
the chief characteristics of all connected 
with the Christian religion. The following 
is an accusation currently reported and 
Believed among the people :-— 

“At death, both eyes are secretly taken 
out, and the orifices sealed up with a plas- 
ter. The reason for extracting the eyes is 
this. From one hundred pounds of Chinese 
lead can be extracted eight pounds of silver, 
and the remaining ninety-two pounds of 
lead can be sold at the original cost, but 
the only way to obtain this silver is by 
compounding the eyes of Chinamen. The 
eyes of foreigners are of no use for this 
purpose. Hence they do not take out 
those of their own people, but only those of 
the Chinese.” 

The second part, consista of ‘Miscel- 
Iaueous Quotations” selected from Chinese 
Books of History, Travel &e. The follow- 
ing are specimen “ Quotations” 

“In England they have the art of cutting 
out paper men and horses, and by burning 
charms and repeating incantations, trans- 
forming them into real men and horses. 
‘These they use to terrify their enemies. 
‘They may, however, be dissolved by beating 
a gong, or by discharging large guns at 
them. They may also be dissulved by 
spouting water over them.”—“ Mirror of 
the West.” 

“The people of France, without excep- 
tion, follow the false and corrupt T‘ien-chu 
religion. ‘They have also devilish arts by 
which they transform men into beasts, s0 
that those who see them cannot discern the 
difference. They continually go to the 
various seaports and other places, and 
kidnap the people of the Flowery Land, 
and carry them to their own country for 





slaves.”— ‘Records by the Far-travelled 
Sight-Seer.”” 
Next follows ‘‘Evidence from Public 


Records,” intended chiefly as a warning 
to all who would become members of this 
«sect of beasts.” Many examples are given 
ofthe terrible death to whichthose came who 
had been converts ; an account is given of 
theextirpation of Christians in Japan ; and 
here, too, are many stories of the disgusting 
practices of the religious teachers. 

‘Then comes “The Death-blow to false 
Doctrines ;” an ingenious and able mis- 
representation of the Roman Catholic re- 
gion. It is followed by an eloquent 
Petition from Hunan (one of the eighteen 
provinces) for the “ Expulsion of the Non- 
‘Human Species.” 





Thus it may be seen that this book 
isa subtle and most powerful attack on 
foreigners and the Christianity which is 
inseparable from them. Without doubt it 
has had a great influence in the recent 
outbreak bythe Chinese, and the poison is 
still working ; inciting them to further mas- 
saere and bloodshed. The book has been 
written by a man of high ability, en- 
couraged by the authorities, widely circu- 
lated among the educated, and by them 
communicated to the ignorant. It isa true 
firebrand of war. Its discovery and trans- 
Iation have been most timely, and it is 
to be hoped may be the means of opening 
the eyes of our foreign Ministers and 
Home Governments, as to the real senti- 
ments which the Chinese entertain to- 
wards us.

THE TIENTSIN MASSACRE. 
‘TIENTSIN. 


The origin of the report that the Tientsin 
matter had been settled is clearly that 
which I suggested, a few days ago. Li and 
Tseng-kwo-fan evolved out of their united 
wisdom certain proposals which wero sent 
to Peking, and were communicated by the 
‘Tsung-li-yamén to M. de Rochechouart. I 
have not yet learned the exact terms of the 
proffer ; but the main points were, the exe- 
cution of sixteen men, the banishment of 
the Prefect and Magistrate to Tartary, and 
the payment of compensation. The For- 
eign Ministers, in.a joint note, rejected these 
Proposals as inadequate. What followed 

have not been able to learn, exactly ; but 
report has it that the Yamén replied they 
would do no more, but intended to do so 
much, with or without the Foreign Minis- 
ters’ approval. On the 19th, accordingly, 
sixteen heads were cut off, here,—presum- 
ibly_of the leading rioters ; but really, it 
said, of poor devils who had sold them- 
selves for Ts. 500 a piece for the purpose. 
At least this is what the compradores 
id they add a rumour that, faithful to their 
instincts, the mandarins are now squeezing 
the relatives—refusing to pay more than 
Tis.100, instead of the Tis. 500 agreed on. I 
shail no doubt be able to get to the bottom 
of this, in a day or two. As for the Man- 
darins, no one believes they will get further 
north than Peking. But the sentence, even 
if it is carricd out, is inadequate; and 
Chen-kwo-jui gets off altogether. What will 
be done now? Are we to put up with this 
summary rejection of our demands, and so 
encourage further outrage. Or ‘will the 
means be resorted to now, which ought to 
have been adopted at first—coercion. The 
sword, only, can cut the deadlock in which 
weak diplomacy has now entangled us. 

‘Mr. Wade has replied to the enquiry by 
the Tientsin people, as to their prospects 
for the winter, that he relies on the gun- 
boats which will remain here, to preserve 
quiet, and would stay, if the case wero his.

‘of banishment to Tartary ; Tis. 250,000 

are to be apala ‘as compensation for the 

death of Fontanier, and Tis. 210,000 
as compensation for the Consulate and 
Mission buildings destroy This is the 
Chinese account. Mr. Wade should in- 
form his countrymen whether the mea- 
‘sures are being honestly carried out, how 
far he considers them satisfactory, and in 
‘what position negotiations are left. 

In the meantime, I can only give you 
what geport says on the acs a" ane] 
vouching for its strict accuracy. Tt is sai 
; that M. Rochechouart has ised the 
proceedings so far that, without abandon- 
ing his former demand, he to re- 

ort the action of the Government to 

France, and to await instructions—with- 
‘out considering the matter settled. Re- 
cent political events in Europe have doubt- 
less made his position difficult, but it isa 
pity to devisie from any demand. one 
‘made on the Chinese. 

‘The delay in punishing the murderers 
‘of the Russians, Iam told, is caused by 
the demand of the Russian Consul-Gen- 
eral to see proofs that they are really the 
culprits, and that the execution is not a 
sham, as there is reason to fear that of 
the other sixteen was. It is believed that 
three among these were present at the 
riot, but were not ringleaders, and that 
the others were brought up from any- 
where. The English Consul was not pre- 
sent at the execution, and took no official 
‘cognisance of the p ings. The whole 
number are regarded as patriots by their 
countrymen, and were treated with all 
honour before and after death ; and their 
families are to be paid sums varying from 
Tis. 500 to Tis. 100, to compensate them 
for the loss of their support. They were 
feasted overnight, dressed in silks and 
mandarin shaped hats when led out to 
‘execution, and lauded for their noble self- 
‘sacrifice in the interests of their country. 
It is even said that the bodies are now 
lying in state, and that a public funeral 
Bas boon talked of. The mandarins had 
assured them of their regret at the obli- 

ition Lo per on them, but that nothing 
fess would satisfy foreigners; at least so 
rans the Chinese story. ‘‘ Dulce etdecorum 
‘est pro patria mori;” doubtless the six- 
teen will have a place in Chinese history 
not less brilliant than that of the burghers 
of Calaia. I need hardly say that the 
execution, under these circumstances, 
tends to increase rather than allay hosti- 
lity. All semblance of punishment is done 
away with, andthe men are elevated into 
heroes and martyrs.

It is very difficult to predict of the com- 
ing winter. The eight gunboats spoken of

—four French, two English, one Russian, 
and one American—ought to suffice for our 
protection, but a gunboat embedded in ice 
is a less effective battery, than a gunboat 
able to manceuvre at will; and there is 
the additional disadvantage, in the present 
case, that their decks are all below the level 
of the Bund, and they would therefore be 
unable to fire into a mob, if one were as 
sembled. Still, some at least of their guns 
could be got into an effective position, and 
the Chinese would probably hesitate be- 
fore attacking them. Onthe other hand, 
there seems no doubt that very large num- 
bers of troops are assembled in this pro- 
vince, and the demeanour of the Tientsin 

yple towards foreigners is hostile and 
insolent. A few foreigners have gone into 
the city, but they have felt much more 
comfortable on their return. In one case 
‘a man was nearly hustled off his pont 
and his native attendant was actually p 
ed off, and maltreated. In another, a for- 
eigner went in with his wife, she riding in 
achair. The chair coolies would only car- 
ry the chair on condition that it should be 
hermetically closed ; but the foreigner, who 
was ing, chancing to meet a mili- 
tary mandarin riding, was abusively told 
to stand aside and let his betters pass. The 
bearing of the people generally is threaten- 
ing, and they bestow on intruders the 
choicest of the abusive epithets ‘in which 
the Chinese language is rich. The order to 
uproot the millet-stalks is said by the na, 
tives to have been obeyed, along the line 
‘of country between this and Peking. 

A Catholic Chapel was pulled down, a 
few days ago, near Ho-shi-woo ; and a 
house rented for mission. purposes by the 
Rev. C. A. Stanley, in Shanse, has been 
attacked bya mob, and the native Chris- 
tian in change obliged to fly the place. M. 
de Rochechouart, I hear, intends to leave 
Peking with his suite, in a few days, for 
the South. Tseng-kwo-fan has gone to 
Peking, to pay his respects to the Emperor, 
before Boing to Nanking.

‘TUNGCHOW. 


The majority of the American mis- 
sionaries returned to this place on the 19th 
inst., on board the U. 8. man-of-war Beni- 
cia, Captain Kimberly. Mr. Solbé, inter- 
preter for the English Consulate at Chefoo, 
accompanied them, and kindly acted as in- 
terpreter for Captain Kimberly.

‘The Chifu enid he 
was both able and willing to protect. them 
under all circumstances. gave the 
missionaries a good name, and said he had 
no complaint whatever to make against 
them. This sentiment he was requested 
to put in writing, and to send the dispatch 
on board the Bevicia early next morning, 
which he agreed to do, Before its arrival, 
however, the missionaries had all gone 
ashore, and very soon thereafter the vessel 
returned to Chefoo. The missionaries 
have not yet seen the Chifu, or the Che- 
hien, so do not know how they feel on the 
subject of their return ; but expect to have 
an interview to-morrow. The people seem 
very quiet, and have evidently given up the 
idea of exterminating foreigners, just now, 
on their own responsibility. We will seo 
how long this good behaviour will last.” 
Our correspundent says :—‘ China is evi- 
dently preparing for war with Franco, if 
not with other foreign powers. We shall 
try mightily to hold our position here, let 
matters go as they may. Our chief re- 
Yiance is on God ; but still we are not 
insensible of the fact that both the United 
States and Chinese Governments have 
publicly and formally promised to protect 
us here. We cannot ask anything more ; 
and we trust our lives and the 
our families to their word.”

‘MR. LAY’S LETTER TO THE MUNICIPAL 
COUNCIL OF TIENTSIN. 
British Consulate, Tientsin, 
19th October, 1870. 

Sm,—Referring to your letter of the Srd 
inst., addressed to H. B. M.’s Chargé 
@Aflaires, on the subject of the protectionof 
the British settlement at Tientsin durin; 
the approaching winter, I am instructe: 
by Mr. Wade to state that he has received 

our letter. It does not appear to Mr. 

‘ade essential that he should retraverse, 
step by step, the ground taken by you, but 
he thinks that you and the community are 
fairly entitled to an answer to the question : 
what guarantee is there against danger to 
the lives and property of British Subjects 
at juring the winter? The one 
danger, in Mr, Wade’s opinion, to be ap- 
prehended is from the action of the dan- 
gerous classes who might be induced, were 
there nothing to deter them, to attempt 
fhe pillage ofthe foreign sotflement.

This 
will consist of a gunvessel and gunboat of 
ourown Navy, four gunboats of the French

Besides this, itis the intention of the Go- 
vernment to keep the new Governor-Gener- 
al, Li-hung-chang, at Tientsin, until the 
spring, and the presence of a man of his 
known energy and capacity would be, Mr.

‘THE REGATTA. 
It is pleasing to tum aside for awhile, 
from the bartowing scenes of the grest 
contest now being fought out in the old 
countries of Europe, and contemplate the 
ceful struggle waged on the Soochow 
x. The International Boat-race, the 
event of the Autumn Regatta of theShanghai 
Rowing Club, creates no less interest in 
its way than does the race each Spring, at 
home, for the blue ribbon of the Thames. 
Here, at any rate, victory has been pretty 
evenly distributed between the two crews ; 
the Americans were the winners in 1866, the 
year in which the first International ‘was 
Towed, and the English in 1867. During 
the last two years the Americans were 
not strong enough to bring together a com- 
plete ‘eight; ” and this race, the crowning 
attraction of the Regatta, ‘was perforce 
omitted. In the 4-oared Club Races which 
were substituted, however, the American 
boat was on both occasions victorious. The 
race of 1870 may therefore be looked upon 
as the conqueror; and it is doubly interest- 
ing, from the fact of the same stroke being 
engaged in the English boat iow as in 
%67. The ixrepressibility of the racing 
wpirit, so peculiarly strong in the Anglo- 
Saxon, is wonderfully attested by the 
vigour with which all manly sports are 
maintained at this far-off port. Americans 
and English vie with one another in keep- 
ingup these friendly contests, where vietory 
rejoices both sides equally and where defeat 
leaves no sore. We trust that the friendly 
rivalship inaugurated in 1866 may continue 
as long as the Soochow Creek lasts, and 
prove one more bond of union to our cos- 
mopolitan community. 
Fussr Day, Wednesday, 26th October. 
The first day of the Regatta has passed 
off very successfully. There was a l 
number of visitors, who congregated at the 
Boat-house, on the mound, seized every 
point of vantage suchas at the bends of 











the stream, or excitedly peregrinated 
the banks of the creek. 1e weather 
was bright, but rather hot. ‘The chief in- 





terest of to-day’s work, of course centred in 
the international struggle for honours ; and 
as the Regatta cannot always muster races 
of eights, there is as consequence a pil- 
ing up of the agony when it does. The 
race on this occasion was a gallant one, 
‘and the American victory one upon which 
they may be congratulated. They had in 
the first place the luck, having secured the 
inner side, and in the next place they 
Kept pulling in the most spirited way, 
from the spurt with which they started to 
the finish. There was at the start a want 
of alertness in the English boat, which was 
not made up for afterwards.

‘THE A. D.C. PERFORMANCE. 


The Amateur Dramatic Club seopened. 
‘at the Lyceum, for the season, on Friday 
last, when the pieces were ‘The Porter's 
Knot,” and irgent Private Affairs.” 

It is fitting that we should notice special- 
ly, at this time, the exertions of the ‘ Sole 
Manager” Mr. Nesbit, to present the thea- 
tre, at the same time that he assumes that 
position, fresh as paint could make it ; and 
Wwe should also observe that the Orchestra 
is hereafter to form part of the staff proper 
to the Corps, instead of an adjunct bor- 
rowed from its kindred association, the 
Philharmonic Society. The advantage 
of this arrangement is that it is obviously 
in favour of the cultivation of music for 
the Theatre, while it leaves to be perfected 
more thoroughly than ever that which is 
fhe particular province of the Concert hal. 
‘M. Remusat takes the direction of the Or- 
chestra ; and on this, its debut in the form 
of a department of the A. D. C., the music 
supplied formed a very pleasing’ portion of 
the programme for the evening. The 
pieces comprised an ‘A. D. C. Galop,” 
composed by a member of the Orchestra, 
selections from “‘I] Trovatore ” as overture, 
and waltzes by Strauss. 

Of the “‘Porter’s Knot,” we need not 

ive an elaborate description. Its plot 
is simple but complete, and it owes much 
of its merit tothe touches of nature which are 
brought out, and which envelop itin pathos. 
Sampson Burr (Mr. Spurgeon) had made, 
by dint of “pinching and screwing,” & 












small competency, on which he lives in 
quiet opulence ; ‘and educates his only 
son as a doctor, while he indulges the 
Pleasing ambition that Augustus (Mr. 

"hosphor) will become physician extra 
ordinary to the Royal family, and hus- 
band to the pretty consin Alice (Miss An- 
nie Grim). Gussy, however, gets into ex- 
cesses and the hands of the money-lenders, 
while finishing his education in London. 
Stephen Scatter (Mr. Veristoubt) rows in 
the same boat. *Gussy’s return home is 
followed by the unwelcome visit of Mr. 
Smoothly Smirk (Mr. Nesbit) the money- 
lender. At a private interview, this worthy 
delicately introduces the object of his call, 
in “ something very like a sermon,” to old 
Sampson ; who, afer a mental striggle be- 
tween his’ own’ and his boy’s honour, and 
the straits to which he will be reduced by 
the sacrifice, determines, as he thinks of 
the poor mother, to take up his son’s ac- 
ceptances. He next sternly resolves to send 
him to sea, which he does in charge of his 
friend Captain Oakum (Afr. St. Aubyn) to 
the great grief of all concerned. Sampson 
returns to his old employment, and has to 
find, despite of his strained cheerfulness in 
presence of Mrs. Burr (Miss Idu N. Seck) 
and Alice, that failing strength makes it 
more burdensome than of yore ; but now 
*hings come right—Captain Oakum and 
°Gussy make a small fortune, by bringing 
their ship into port when ail the sailors 
had died of scurvy ; and their return places 
the domestic happiness of the Burr family 
in its old satisfactory position. 

Mr. Spurgeon recsives, on all hands, well 
deserved praise for his conception of 
Sampson." Perhaps for the furrowed 
cheek and frail limbs of the worthy porter, 
shorn of his hard-earned savings and dis 
appointed of his fondest hopes by the im- 
prudence of his son, the voice which 
moaned despair or mused of grief was in- 
congruously firm, but that was a minor 
fault and only occasionally betrayed itself. 
‘On the whole, the acting surpassed that of 
an amateur ; most of all in tlie inter- 
view with Mr. Smoothly Smirk, and in 
that other scene which finds Sampson seat- 
ed on his old porter’s barrow, nursing con- 
tentment in his enforced ‘return to his 
early habits of labour, partaking of his 
frugal meal, and aiding the pretty Alice 
in the loving deception of palming off a let- 
ter of their joint concoction to the mother, as 
from the absent one. Next we would place 
Mr. Nesbit's Smoothly Smirk, as a careful 
representation of the money-lending leech 
who drivels moral truisms to his victim. 
Miss Ida N, Seok was not all that might 
have been expected in Mrs. Burr. Con- 
sidering the fuss poor Sampson made about 
her feelings, the doting mother bore her 
cross meckly—evidently not an emotional 
individual, at least on the surface. In 
the early’ stage of the piece, however, she 
was, it must_ not be forgotten, ignorant of 
the’ impending cloud ; and ‘on ’Gussy’s 
return, she, did become demonstrative ; 
while ‘in the matter of the ten-pound 
note—with cunning kindness added by 
Alice, as a postscript to the fictitious 
letter—she developed the eminently coi 
mon-sense view, of accepting it unques- 
tioningly, which might be expected in 
her position. Evidently a practical wo- 
man. Miss Annie Grim was safe to take 
as Alice, and managed the part very well. 
Her appearance was sufficiently sweet but 
her manner might have been less distrait. 
Mr. Phosphor’s Augustus partook of the 
maternal character, in eccentric emotional- 
ities ; and a better study of the part might 
have been made. Captain Oakum was bluff, 
honest, and kind-hearted, and his roagher 
as well as his softer qualities were fairly 
well managed by Mr. St. Aubyn, The 
other characters were subsidiary. As Ste- 
phen Scatter, the most prominent, Mr. Veri- 
stoubt filled the part, but nothing more. 
His excuse must be that having, at the last 
moment, taken the place of the gentleman 
who had the cast, and who was prevented 
by indisposition from appearing to sustain 




















it, he was very imperfectly acquainted with 
it] The passenger, (ir. G Hamish)and the 
waiter (Mr. R. V, MeArey) had almost a 
nominal share in the performance. 

One thing we would, in concluding our 
notice of this piece, wish to urge on the 
Asnateurs—to go through their parts more 








quickly. Except with Mr. Spurgeon, 
there was a lack of energy. cannot 
expect to reach the eloquent, histrionic 





manner by which the professional player 
makes his rendering admirable; and the 
only substitute for this is to be found in a 
judicious crowding of the incident, which 
will keep the Amateur at once alive to his 
work, and diminish his linbility to lapse 
into dullness and the uncomfortable con- 
sciousness that he is on the stage to be do- 
ing something and is not doing it. 

We have devoted so much space to the 
legitimate drama, that we have none left 
for the farce of “Urgent Private Affairs.” 
Its local interest, however, and the vigour 
with which it was carried’ through, claim 
some notice. Mr. Dentatus Dotts, den- 
tist (admirably done by Mr, Drinkwater, 
a debutant on this stage,) being forced to 
bear a part in the all-pervading volunteer 
movement in Shanghai, selects the Home 
Guard, as combining the maximum of glory 
with the minimum of danger. He has 
just returned from a march to the Race- 
course, much fatigued, and meditates get- 
ting free from his tight military boots, when 
a despatch arrives requiring’ him to turn 
out for night-duty. Mr. D.’s military 
ardour is not equal to this, and he desires 
that the coolie may be informed he cannot 

o—he is “ sitting down to supper off a 
ne of cold mutton, in the bosom of his 
family.” Mrs. Dott, (Miss Phosphor,) who 
apparently dotes on the military, ‘sends 
him off, however, after accoutreing him 
with sword-belt ‘and shako. Mrs, D. 
has a call from Mrs. Polkinghorne, (Miss 
K. Lighcian) who has had a difference with 
her husband, Major Polkinghorne (Mr. St. 
ibyn) of the H. G., and who wishes to have 
a private interview with her lawyer, Mr. 
Bagshawe (Mr.D. Canter,) which she desi 
to accomplish quietly at Mrs. Dott’s house. 
Mrs. Polkinghorne leaves, and Mra. D.
